Metals Industry

A shortogo of zinc similar to that
which exists In copper Is Impending
is view of well informed metal fact-
ors. Zinc concentrates selling at.
1125 n ton, advancing ore prlce3, and
tho nctlvo and expanding demand for
prompt spelter resulting in sains at
21.4 cents In London and 20 cents a
pound in tho domestic market, nro
cited ns warranting this belief.

It has surprised c'oso observers of
developments In the general metal
situation that spelter has not respon-
ded to tho strength displayed by
copper. Statistically thcro is a strik-
ing similarity in the position of cop
per and spelter. A relative produc-
tion parallel has been maintained for
several years. Tho sharp upturn In
output of copper In tho latter part
of 1914 bringing production to n rec-

ord height at tho end of 1015 waa du-

plicated by spelter and in splto of
this enlarged production tho stocks
of both spoltcr and copper on hand
at tho beginning of 191G wcro materi-ally- -

lower than at tho opening of
1015.

Tho reason for this is that brass,
into thp manufacture of which tho
major of copper goes, consists rough-
ly of two parts copper to ono of
spelter. Brass smelters aro estimat-
ed to have taken nearly half tho
country's output of spelter In 1915.
Their current consumption of copper
Is reported in many cases to be sev-

eral hundred per cent greater than
a year ago, indicating an enormously
Increased output of brass and a pro-
portionately greater absorption of
spelter.

Tho comparative sluggishness of
tho spelter market that wag in evi-

dence until quito recently may bo
accounted for by tho largo purchases
that were mado of distant deliveries
in tho latter half of 1915. Spelter
prices receded from tho high levels
prevailing during the early months
of 1915 Influenced largely by tho
widespread belief that tho largo

In retorts planned and undor
construction was going to result In

an over production. Tho slackening
demand led producers to offer sub-

stantial concessions on contracts for
deliveries running to the end of tho
year. This enab'ed consumers to
cover their prospective requirements
to tho closo of tho year and In some
cases through tho first quarter of
1U1C.

Overproduction that was expected
to follow tho Incrcaso In Binelter

did not materialize. Blowing
In tho new retorts was slower of ac-

complishment than had been antici-

pated and In splto of an Incrcaso in
output of primary spelter from 302,-00- 0

tons in 1911 to approximately
500,000 In 1915, or about 40 per cent
tho stocks at tho end of 1915 wero
only 14,300 tons compared with 23,500

tons at the beginning of 1915.
By Starch most of tho now retorts

should bo producing and It is estimat-
ed that tho output of spelter will bo
at tho rato of 090,000 tons a year.
Tho maximum production of tho

word for any year prior to tho war
was 1,100,000 tons annually.

With tho domestic consumption of
copper by brass smelters constantly
expanding, tho destination of a big
percentngo of this Increased spelter
output Is easily determined. Anothei
assurance agaltiBt overproduction Is
afforded by spelter exports, which
provided an outlet in 1915 for 128,
000 tons, or 25 per cent of our out-pu- t.

Lack of Ships Will

Affect Crop Prices

"Thcro Is another factor than tho
more supply and demand," says Farm
nnd Fireside. "Tho world Is getting
fearfully short of ocean shipping and
everything points to tho probability
that this will bo progressively accen-
tuated as tho war continues. Our
own commercial authorities are wor-
ried; wiso men go so far as to ex-

press fear that tho Impossibility of
finding ships may greatly nffect tho
prices on this year's crops In or-

dinary times a bushol of wheat i3
tnken across the ocean for almost
nothing; sometlme3 actually for no
thing, serving ns ballast. But It Is
now costing about 40 cents to got n
bushel to Liverpool, so that by the
tlmo our wheat gets to consumers
thcro it Is pretty nearly $2 wheat.
Thcro aro somo public men who

after their recent studies "f
tho shipping problem, that tho prices
of this year's crops will largoly bo
determined by tho supply of ship-
ping; wo may havo low prices hero
and very high ones nbroad, mcroly
becauso of Incapacity to get tho
goods moved."

Before ho knows what has happened
this very same dally will havo been
whisked orf and boiled In oil.

Not that tho paper is on tho Index
of prohibited literature, but lust be-

causo eerjono In Italy Is working
in n perfect frenzy making "scnluu
rnnclo" for the uoldicis.

Scalda rancio literally means heat
rations. All the countries make
somo provisions whereby tho soldi-

ers nt the front have hot eolfco and
hot meals.

But In Italy it is tho dally new spa
per and any old sort of oil or gua30
that is saving tho day up in tho snow
beaten mountains of tho frontier.

Everybody Is making scaldu ron-

dos. School children aro taught how
to cut newspapers into strips tho
right size, then wind them into tight
rolls,

Thero aro regular stations whero
theso paper rolls aro taken bo

thrown into big vats of oil or parraf-ti- n

to absorb all thereof that they
can. When cooled they are ready
for tho front.

Prlvato families aro told to savo
every bit of old grease, and this is

often usd instead of parnilln for the
latter Is expensive Old bits of meat
scrap, of olive, oil, of anything th.it
contains grease or oil Is Boaked up in
theso newspaper clippings.

Even tho staid and conservative
nowspapors nro said to have Just us
warming tin effect up at the front a.s
tho lurid ones.
